In order to take care of 
customer growth in the 
Glades area the Florida & 
Light company has made 
many improvements over 
a 30 year period according 
to Curtis Chase, Glades iDst 
rict Manager. A review of 
customer growth, which re- 
flects population increases, 
reveals that the number of 
company customers has in- 
creased from 840 to 1935 to 
8920 in 1965. Thus there 

re more than ten times 
as many customers over a 30 
year period. Actually the 
customer growth for the last 
ten years shows an increase 
of .
